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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Applicants' response to the last Office Action, filed 05/02/2008 has been entered 
and made of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 , 16 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claims 2-1 5 depend on claim 1 . Claims 1 7-27 depend on claim 1 6. Dependent claims 
are allowed. 

Independent claims 1,16 recite the limitations of: 

c) automatically adjusting one or more algorithm parameters of the automatic image 
enhancement algorithm in response to the identified input color space of the input digital image; 
and d) automatically applying the automatic image enhancement algorithm without user 
intervention using the one or more adjusted algorithm parameters to the entire corresponding 
input digital image in the reference color space to produce an enhanced digital image in the 
reference color space wherein the adjustment of the automatic image enhancement algorithm is 
performed separate from and after the application of the color space transformation. 
The prior art of record does not take into account input color space when enhancing 
entire digital image in reference color space. 

3. In view of the amended claims and the Applicant's arguments, the rejections to 

claims 1-27 are expressly withdrawn.
